The villa at Gambais had been 
searched, ransacked, practically de- 
molished by the police in an effort 
to find the remains of the missing 
women. A few bones were found.

O ONE standing on the side lines

about a definite and satisfactory +o- 
lution of this complicated problem. 
Embarpassed as he was by a deli- 
cate diplomatic situation, which to 2 
great extent governed his conduct, he 
was not free openly to espouse the 
cause of Ireland. To have done so 
would have been to add difficulties 
to an already chaotic world situation. 
He was compelled in what he was 
seeking to do for Ireland to move 
quietly and by informal conferences 
impressively to lay the case of Ireland 
before those who sought his counse! 
in the matter. Unfortunately, these 
quiet methods of helpfulness which 
he brought to the task were the 
things that drew the fire of criticisin 
and even distrust of many men of the 
Irish race in America, who in their 
passionate devotion to the cause 
which lay so close to their hearts 
could see only a direct route to ac- 
complishing what they had in mind. 
Long before the European war the 
President and I had often discussc4 
the Irish cause and how to make Als 
influence felt in a way that would 
bring results without becoming in- 
volved in diplomatic snarls with 
Great Britain. He was of the opinion 
that the Irish problem could not be 
settled by force, for the spirit of Ire- 
land, which for centuries had been 
demanding justice, was unconquer- 
able. He pointed out to me on many 
occasions when we discussed this 
delicate matter that the policy of 
force and reprisal which the English 
Government had for centuries prac- 
ticed, while it had resulted in filling 
the jails and in the shooting down of 
many hundreds of citizens, had but 
strengthened the tenacious purpose 
of the Irish people and had only suc- 
ceeded in keeping under the surface 
the seething dissatisfaction of that 
indomitable race. 


His Views on Irish Question. 

I recall that at the conclusion of 
one of our talks after a Cabinet 
meeting, shaking his head as if he 
despaired of a settlement, the Presi- 
dent said: “‘European statesmen can 
never learn that humanity can be 
welded together only by love, by 
sympathy and by justice, and not by 
jealousy and hatred.” He was cer- 
tain that the failure of: England to 
find an adjustment was intensifying 
feeling, not only in our own coun- 
try, but throughout the world, and 
that the agitation for a settlement 
would apread like a contagion and 
would inevitably result in a great na- 
tional crisis. 


In discussing the matter with mé 
he said: “The whole policy of Great | 
Britain in its treatment of the Irish | 
question has unfortunately been 
based upon a policy of fear and not 


a policy of trusting the Irish people. 
How magnificently the policy of trust 
and faith worked out in the case of 
the Boers. Unfortunately, the peo- 
ple of Ireland now believe that the 
basis of England's policy toward 
them is revenge, malice and destruc- 
tion. You remember, Tumulty, how 
the haters of the South in the days 
of reconstruction sought to poison 
Lincoln's mind by ftnstilling Into li 
everything that might lead him in 
his treatment of the South toward a 
policy of reprisal, but he contempt- 
uously turned away from every sug- 
gestion as a base and ignoble thing. 


Faith on the part of Great Britain 
in the deep humanity and inherent 
generosity of the Irish people is the | 
only force that will ever lead to a 
settlement of this question. English 
statesmen must realize that in the 
last analysis force never permanently 
settles anything. It only produces 
hatreds and resentments that make. 
a solution of any question difficult 
and almost impossible. I have tried to | 
impress upon the Englishmen with 
whom I have discussed this matter 
th there never can be a real com- 
radeship between America and En- 
giand until this issue is definitely set- 
tled and out of the way.”

I 
am sure that if he could with pro- 
priety have done so Woodrow Wil- 
son would long ago have directly 
suggested to Great Britain a settle- 
ment of the Irish question, but, un- 
fortunately, serious diplomatic ob- 
stacles lay in the way of an open es- 
rousal of the Irish cause. He was 
sadly aware that under international 
law no nation has the right to inter- 
est itself in anything 
concerns the affairs of another 
frienfly nation, for by the traditions 
of diplomacy such “Interference” 
puts in jeopardy the cordial relations 
of the nations involved in such con- 
troversy. 

Long before he became President 
Woodrow Wilson had eloquently de- 
clared his attitude with reference to 
self-government for Ireland and had 
openly espoused the cause of Irish 
freedom. In a speech delivered at 
New Brunswick, N. J., on Oct. 26, 
1910, he said: 

Have you read the papers recent- 
ly attentively enough to notice 
the rumors that are coming across 
the waters?” What are the rumors? 
The rumors are that the English 
program includes, not only self- 
government for Ireland, but self- 
government for Scotland, and the 
drawing together in London or 
somewhere else of a Parliament 
which will represent the British 
Empire in a great confederated 
State upon the model, no doubt, of 
the United States of America, and 
having its power to the end of the 
world. What is at the bottom of 
that program At the bottom of 
it is the idea that no little group 
of men like the English people have 
the right to govern men an all 
parts of the world without drawing 
them into real substantial partner- 
ship, where their voice will count 
with equal weight with the voice 
of other parts of the country. 

This voice that has been crying 
in Ireland, this voice for home rule, 
is a voice which is now supported 
by the opinion of the world; this 
impulse is a spirit which, ought to 
be respected and recognized in the 
British Constitution. It means not 
mere vague talk of men’s rights, 
men’s emotions, and men’s invet- 
erate and traditional principles, but 
it means the embodiment of these 
things in something that is going 
to be done, that will look with 
hope to the program that may come 
out of these conferences.

In this speech he plainly indicated

Sinn Fein Insists on Irish

LONDON, Dec. 1.—The possibility 
of renewed bloodshed in Ireland con- 
fronts the British Isles in conse- 
quence of virtual collapse of the 
peace negotiations which have pro- 
ceeded under a truce for the last 
five months. 

The Sinn Fein has stood firm eon its 
demand for an all Ireland parlia- 
ment as the basis of settlement, at 
the same time refusing to concede 
allegiance to the British crown. Uls- 
ter has refused point-blank to scrap 
her own parliament to enter an all- 
Ireland parliament ‘‘under present 
conditions,”’ on the ground that she 
will come directly under the control 
of the numerically superior South. 

Latest Plan Rejected. 

The latest plans, that for an all- 
Ireland parliament, under which Ul- 
ster might retain her existing rights 
until, or unless, she changed hgr 
mind, has failed with the formal 
statement by the Sinn Fein delega- 
tions here that it cannot be consid- 
ered. 

As a result, in both Government 
and Irish circles the opinion is ex- 
pressed that nothing short of a 
miracle can avert collapse of the 
negotiations and resumption of the 
warfare in Ireland. 

The Government heads are bend- 
ing their entire efforts to seeking 
some unexplored avenue of negotlia- 
tion, but it is believed all possibili- 
ties of settlement have been exhaust- 
ed during the parleys which seem 
now to have ended. 

As to how long the truce will last 
under present conditions there is no 
indication. The Sinn Feiners have 
expressed the view that there will 
be no formal denunciation of the 
pact by either side, and this leads 
to the belief that any spark of com- 
bat set off in Ireland with the peace 
movement apparently deadlocked 
may start the conflagration anew. 

It had been intended to hold a 
Cabinet council last night to consid- 
er German reparations in connection 
with the visit of Dr. Walter Rathe- 
nau, but this had to be postponed in 


order to permit the special Cabinet; 


committee dealing with Irish af- 
fairs to hold a sitting. Lord Birken- 
head, due to speak at a  ~»political 
meeting in Liverpool, was obliged to 
stay in London. He sent a message 
of apology explaining that his ab- 
sence was owing to “grave public 
affairs.’” Premier Lloyd George also 
wired to the meeting, explaining that 
Lord Birkenhead’s presence in Lon- 
don was “imperatively demanded by 
the present position of the Irish ne- 
gotiations.”’ 
Sinn Fein Refuses to Yield. 

A spokesman of the Sinn Fein de- 
clared last evening that there was 
no intention on the part of the Sinn 
Fein to alter its attitude toward 
either the unity of Ireland or alle- 
giance to the crown. Representatives 
of the Sinn Fein took pains to deny 
formally the statement of a London 
paper that, first, the Sinn Fein had 
consented to agree to a plan where- 
by Ulster could contract with an all- 
Ireland Parliament, retaining her ex- 
isting rights until, or unless, she 
changes her mind; second, to form 
an allegience ‘‘which ought to be 
satisfactory to any British Minister 
who is not purely a formalist’; third, 
the appointment of a boundary com- 
mission to delimit the present pollti- 
cal and religious frontier of Ulster

between the North and the South on 
a more satisfactory basis. 

“Whatever the result, Mr. Lloyd 
George will go to Washington,” a 
Downing street official said last 
night. Respecting this, it was stat- 
ed at Sinn Fein headquarters that 
such a move on the part of the Pre- 
mier “‘would not be viewed with pa- 
tience, or without suspicion, for the

operation and increased efficiency, 
estimated to reach $50,000,000 a 
year, and recognition of the “open 
shop” on all American railroads are 
forecast in the promulgation of re- 
vised working rules governing rail- 
road shop employes by the United 
States Railroad Labor Board. 

The new rules become effective 
today, and take jurisdiction over &ap- 
proximately 400,000 men immediate- 
ly, although a still larger number 
will be affected when the normal 
traffic conditions are restored. 

Far-reaching changes in the rules, 
which supplant the national. agree- 
ment made during Federal control, 
were designed to afford a basis for 
permanent stability in the railroad 
shops of the country and were de- 
clared by members of the Labor 
Board to be the most important 
work yet done by the board and of 
much greater significance than any 
decision in the past, even including 
wage scale adjustments. 

Large Econamies Expected. 

Large economies are expected to 

result from revision of the classifi- 


cation rules, which were made more 
elastic, and hereafter will permit 
members of certain crafts to do 
minor jobs previously done by mem- 
bers of other crafts. Statisticians 
attached to the Labor Board 
mated that economies in operation, 
increased efficiency and larger out- 
put, would approximate $50,000,000 
a year. 

Provision for the representation 
of minorities who may have griev- 
ances is another important item of 
the new rules. Under the national 
agreement, negotiation for employes 
was placed almost wholly in the 
hands of labor organizations, with 
the result that the railroads and 
many industrial and civio institu- 
tions declared that the agreement 
forced a closed union shop on the 
roads. Nonunion men found it im- 
practicable to attempt to bring their 
grievances before the board, and, 
as the rules worked out, union off- 
cers handled the cases, taking their 
precedent from the national agree- 
ment negotiations in which union of- 
ficers acted for the employes’ in 
drawing up the agreement under 
Federal control. 

“The principle of the open shop 
established by the new rules,” a 
statement by board members said, 
“will, in fact, be more theoretical 
than practical at the present time, 
since a large majority of the rail- 
road shops are unionized and the 
existing unions are recognized b@ 
the board and by the transportation 
act as representative of the nfajority. 


Most of Older Rules Preserved. 


“Most of the older working rules, 
sanctioned by the experience of 
years, are preserved in full effect. 
Many of the more rigid rules, how- 
ever, were considerably relaxed in 
favor of the roads, although the 
recognized rights of the men are 
fully protected and the principle of 
collective bargaining and union rec- 
ognition is retained, as contemplated 
by the transportation act.” 

The rules controversy dates back 
to May 1, 1920, when the railroads 
emerged from Government control. 
| Strenuous objections to the national 
agreement were made in a hearing 
which began Jan. 10, 1921. After 
several -months of testimony, the 
rules were referred back to the in- 
dividual roads with instructions to 
negotiate such new rules as they 
could with their employes to re- 
place the Federal Government rules. 

Numerous rules were thus agreed 
upon on individual roads, but on no 
road was it possible to draft an en- 
tire new set. The rules disagreed 
upon were then sent back to the 
Labor Board, and the rules promul- 
|gated today will replace any such 
rules not agreed upon by the roads 
‘and their employes. In any case 
| where a rule has been agreed upon 
by the carrier and fits employes, 
that rule governs, even though the 
Labor Board rule may be entirely 
different. 


Classifications More Elastic. 


The majority of the changes ef- 
fected by the new rules is in the 
classification of the work to be per- 
formed by the various crafts. Al- 
most without exception these classi- 
fications are made more elastic. Un- 
‘der previous agreements with the 
‘shop crafts, Including the national 
‘agreement, it has been the custom 
|to define In detail the warious types 
of work belonging to each craft. 

The carriers have complained 
that the national agreement set up 
in such minute detail the classifica- 
tion of duties that work not requir- 
‘ing specialized skill in any craft was 
jassigned exclusively to a particular 
leraft. For example, work not re- 
quiring a mechanic's skill was as- 
‘signed to a akilled mechanic, thus 
/making efficient and economical! op- 
eration impossible, according to the 
| railroads. 
| ‘The rules effective today broaden 
‘the scope of each craft's work. The 
‘machinist Working on running re- 
‘pairs may connect or disconnect any 


} 


| 
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wiring, coupling or pipe connections 
necessary to repair machinery er 
equipment. This work previously 
was assigned to electricians and 
sheet metal workers only. 

Under the new rules, engineers, 
firemen and cranesmen are not pro- 
hibited from making such repairs to — 
equipment on the lines of the road 
as they are qualified to perform. The 
new rules thus allow train opera- 
tives to perform repair work, even 
though it is ordinarily considered 
shop mechanic's work. 


Work Assigned to Helpers. 

Boiler makers’ helpers under the 
new rules are given the job of re- 
moving and replacing grates. Under 
the national agreement all grate rig- 
ging work was assigned to journey- 
men boiler makers. — 

The classification of the work of 
the sheet metal workers, electrical ' 
workers and car men has been 
changed to allow some of the work 
previously performed by them ex- 
clusively to be done by their helpers 
and by mechanics in other crafts, 
where the needs of the service re- 
quire it.

About 68 per cent of the 
country’s freight cars are built of 
wood. The new rule will permit 
employes getting $3.25 to $5 a day ' 
to do work previously required to be 
done by car men receiving $5.84 a 
day. 

Special Apprentice Established. 

An entirely new rule promulgated | _ 
by the board, for the first time, es- ''' ) 
tablishes a new type of apprentice 
to be known as “special apprentice.” 
Previously there have been only two **'* 
kinds of apprentices in the skilled “*'" 
shop crafts, regular and helpers’ ap-' =|” 
prentices. Regular apprentices aré © 
youths entering the service between’ 
the ages of 16 and 21 years and 
serving four years’ apprenticeship, *' 
and helper apprentices are those ap- , 
prentices selected from .the ranks of 
the helpers. Special apprentices are 
to be selected from young men be- | 
tween the ages of 18 and 26, who 
have had a technical school educa- ‘ 
tion, and they will be required to ~~ 
serve only three years’ apprentice- 
ship before becoming journeymen 
mechanics. 

‘Rules which required certain 
standards of force and equipment to 
be maintained for doing certain 
kinds of work have been modified 
and some discontinued, thus elimi- 
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unnecessary men on the rolls. Oth- 

er rules have been changed to al- 

low the use of forces assigned to 

particular classes of work on other 

work,.when there is no work of their 

particular class to be performed.
